Vol. Infantry, and was killed at Donel- 
Hon, the first battle in which Macon 
county soldiers engaged. A committee 
was appointed to secure a charter, and J. 
A. Barnes, T. M. Wells and John W. 
Jiartley were instructed to secure a room 
for the nre of the proposed organization. 
Jhere are now 45 names on the roll. It 
only requires 10 persons to effect an or-

The cost of organizing will 


be about 830, and the dues will be 35 
cents a quarter. 


! Serious Damage to Growing Crops in 


the County—Brief Interviews 


with Farmers. 


A heavy rain, particularly at this sea 


son of the year, is most discouraging to 
farmers who have been retarded in their 
farm operations by the cold and damp 
days. Wheat and oats on high ground 
look well, but the rain of Saturday after- 
noon and night and Sunday, has done 
damage that cannot be accurately estima- 
ted in this county. In many parts of the 
county whole forms are under water, and 
the happy husbandmen, are those who 
own rolling and high land on which the 
water cannot remain. 


James Foster, who resides 8 miles south 


of Deeatur in Wbeatlaud township, re- 
ports that that section of the coiinty had 
24 hours of rain, and that thousands ol 
acres of corn and wheat are under water. 
Thos. Lord,Jerry Turpin, Chat Traughber, 
Henry Kaylor and others, seem to be the 
greatest sufferers. Tiled farms in low 
lands are flooded, the tile being too small 
to carry off the water. This morning the 
farmers were out early ditching and mak- 
ing determined efforts to get the water 
off the corn and wheat. W. A. Webb, of 
Macou, came to the city this morning. 
He reports that rain commenced falling 
at Macon on Saturday afternoon at 3 
o'clock and continued until Sunday night 
with but slight intermissions. In conse- 
quence of the rain no religious services 
were held at the churches in Macon all 
day Sunday, and the streets were desert- 
ed. The laud round abont Macon is 
rolling and high, and water runs off rap- 
idly. Most of the farms are tiled. Wheat 
and oats look well, but corn is backward 
in growth from two to three weeks. 
Coming up on the train Mr. Webb no- 
ticed many farms almost wholly under 
water. In the region near Dalton the 
rain commenced on Friday, and crops on 
low lands are under water. 


Farmers from the southwest part of the 


countv report more water on the ground 
than has been seen at any time during 
the past five years. 
Wheat is beaten 


down in places, but oats look fairly well 
H. J. Edwards and B. F. Edwj.rds bay the 
weeds are higher than the corn, and that 
the prospects for even half a crop of corn 
are discouraging. 


Supervisor Hoyt, of Harristown, states 


that thei e is considerable water on low 
lands between Decatur and his home, and 
that more or less damage was done to 
growing crops, though there is no occa- 
sion for farmers to be generally discour- 
aged, as with fair weather the yield of 
wheat, corn and oats will be good. 


L. R. Stickle has the finest 20 acres of 


corn in Wheatland township. It is about 
12 inches high and is on high ground. All 
crops on high ground throughout the 
country are reported ae in good condition. 


Hiram Barber, who resides 20 miles east 


of Decatnr, says wheat and oats look 
well in the e.istern part of the county so 
far as be was able to observe while com- 
ing to the city on the train this morning, 
but that corn looks bad. 


N. F. Pickle, who resides two and a 


half miles east, says that crops on low 
lands are about as good as gone. He 
don't remember a heavier fall of rain in 
his section of the country. 


The same condition of the crops is re- 


ported by farmers from the northern part 
of the county, and from points in other 
counties. 


At present thp prospects are somewhat 


discouraging as to a good yield of corn, 
but if we are favored with warm weather 
and less frequent floods, Macon county 
will make a fair record.

list; and no act now in force shall be 


construed as to limit or restrict 


retirement as herein provided for. 


The Senate's amendments, which 


it insists upon, and which will be 
considered by a conference commit- 
tee of the two houses, make the re- 
tirement optional, instead of 
com- 


pulsory, after 
forty years' service; 


exempt from retirement the profess- 
ors of the military academy, and 
provide that the general of the army 
shall bo retired without reduction in 
his current pay and allowances.

"WHICH IS WHY WE REMARK." 


The Bloomington Pantograph of 


yesterday indulges in a sort of whine, 
because, as its editor assumes, this 
paper has been endeavoring to cre- 
ate a false impression with reference 
to the situation in McLean county. 
It also charges, with a recklessness 
that would do credit to "Gath" or 
'•Eli Perkins," that the "outside pa- 
pers"—that is, the papers that are 
published outside the charmed circle 
of McLean county—have endeavored 
"to embroil the district in a general 
row.'1 Now the truth is that there 
has been no disposition shown any- 
where to stir up dissension—save in 
McLean county. 
There has been no 


effort made to prejudice the voters 
of the district against any possible 
candidate—except in McLean coun- 
ty. 
There has been no attfitk made 


through the papers of the district 
upon any 
Kepublican within its 


bonnclb—except in McLean county. 
There has been no charge of bolting 
hxirled back and forth in any one of 
the five counties, save in -McLean, 
and we submit that this attempt of 
the Pantagrapli to throw suspicion 
upoi1 the Republicans of other local- 
ities comes with a bad grace from 
that particular source. 
The Repub- 


licans of Macon county have never 
bolted their ticket. In 1874, in 1370, 
in 1S7S and in 1880, the Republi- 
cans of McLean allowed their candi- 
dates for congress to run behind tho 
head of the ticket, and on two occa- 
sions to lie defeated. During thrso 
same years the Republicans of Mn- 
con county rolled up the samo vote 
fur their candidate for congress that 
they 
gave 
to the 
head 
of tho 


ticket, and on at least one occasion 
sent him a couple of hundred ahead. 
In 1SSO, when the eyes of the party 
everywhere—not only in Illinois but 
all over the Union—were turned upon 
the thirteenth district, with n pre- 
sentiment that the result there would 
determine the complexion of the 
house of representatives, the Repub- 
licans of McLoan were absolutely 
compelled by outside pressure to 
permit their candidate to be elected, 
though his majority in that county 
was many hundreds less than that 
of Gartield. 
Then, after he was 


elected, and found himself unable to 
supply the large demand for offices 
in McLean, the disappointed ones 


(the Pantaffraph among them) turned 
upon him and heaped complaint and 
abuse upon ohis head such as few 
congressmen ever receive from then- 
own party associates. 


With such a record as this on the 


subject of party fealty the Panta- 
fft-ajih should not insist upon having 
the political history of McLean coun- 
ty referred to oftener than is abso- 
lutely necessary. 
Without any de- 


sira upon our part Macou county and 
McLean have been put into the same 
bed for Die coming ten years. 
Our 


greatest wish is to be allowed to 
sleep in peace; and while we do not 
relish a bedfellow who snores loud 
enough to \vnko tho neighbors and 
then blames all the noise on us we 
can do nothing more than protest our 
innocence and hope that time may 
runke. him more considerate. 
As fftr 


as UIH candidate put forward by Mc- 
Lean is concerned, we are not dispos- 
ed to find fault; he is almost a stranger 
in Macon county, and for all we know 
to the contrary may be the very best 
man in the district for congressman. 
The few hours that he has spent 
here served to give our people a 
quite favorable impression of him. 
If he is nominated he will receive a 
larger vote in Macon county, in pro- 
portion to the Republicans here, than 
he will in McLean, unless the Re- 
publicans of that county do better 
than they have done in ten years 
past. 
\Ve vote the straight Repub- 


lican ticket here and sincerely hope 
that McLean may soon learn to fol- 
low our example. 


We desire to say that we do not 


know much about the merits of the 
light in McLean county which kept 
the Pantagi-aph and Leader so busy 
last week, and which they claim to 
have stamped out so effectually. We

The St. Louis Haihcay Journal 


contains the following forcible state- 
ment in relation to the present strike: 


The iron and steel works of- the 


country have closed because of the 
strike of their workmen. In Pitts- 
burg alone 30,000 men are out of 
employment, and are likely to remain 
so for a long time, for the times are 
act propitious for an increase in wa- 
ges. 
The present strike seems to be 


caused by the demand of the Amal- 
gamated Association of Iron and 
Steel workers, an order extending to 
all parts of the country. This asso- 
ciation is composed of skilled work- 
men alone, pndllers, rollers, &e., and 
the membership is not large. Ont 
of the 30,000 workmen at Pittsburg 
perhaps not more than 600 belong to 
the association. These skilled work- 
men now earn from §15 to $25 per 
day. 
So, at the direction of the ar- 


istocracy of 000 men, the remaining 
20,400 who are satisfied with present 
wages, must go into enforced idle- 
ness, and the interests of employers 
and men alike suffer. 
These skilled 


workmen compose a true aristocracy, 
for no apprentices are allowed to be 
taken. 
Better by far had a man be 


dead, than attempt to learn this for- 
bidden trade, for he would be pound- 
ed and bruised until death would be 
a blessed relief. What cause must 
be assigned to justify less than 600 
men taking the bread from 
the 


mouths of fifty times their number ? 
Surely it must be a weighty one. 
Let us state it. 
A few months ago 


there was a strike among the iron 
workers at Cincinnati. A compro- 
mise was had. and it was agreed that 
until June 1, 1SS2, the skilled work- 
men should receive higher wages 
than tho.se paid at Pittsburg, but If- 
ter the date fixed should receive 
Pittsburg prices flat. Recollect now 
that the cost of living is no higher at 
Cincinnati than Pittsburg, while the 
cost of production is greater at the 
former than at the latter place. Wa- 
get. ought to be less, therefore, but 
are not. 
Mow, to savo the few Cin- 


cinnati men from obtaining smaller 
wages, the Pittsburg men agree to 
strike for an increase in their own 
prices, so that Cincinnati workmen 
may not, seem to concede anything. 
This strike has begun, and at least 
200,000 men are idle, causing em- 
barrassment in trade and stagnation 
in business in order that 1,000 men 
may hold out for a principle. 
The 


former laborers earn less than S2 
per day; tbe latter $25. 
Our iron 


works aie idle, and the consumers 
are compelled to make their purcha- 
ses abroad. 
Can we find in the 


whole course of human history a 
more grinding, cruel monopoly than 
this Amalgamated Association of 
Iron and Steel Workers? It pre- 
vents by violence the taking of ap- 
prentices, lest thuir extortionate wa- 
ges be reduced; it brings suffering 
upon 200,000 families, in order that 
200 men in Cincinnati may not hold 
to their pledge, and it imperils the 
safety of the people by exposing 
them to the dangers of having an 
army of unemployed men idling 
about the streets. 


This is the sound sense of the 


whole matter. 
There were no com- 


plaints in this instance of working- 
men being ground down by monop- 
oly. In fact they received better 
wages than any other class. 
They 


dictated their own terms, made their 
own scale, and sent prices up or 
down as they liked. 4'he monopoly 
was on their side. 
Now in mere 


wantonness they order a strike and 
force a vast number of men in other 
branches dependent 011 them to lie 
idle while they adjust matters. 
The 


thing would be farcical if it were not 
so serious. 
It shows that a monop- 


oly, whether it be of workingmen or 
capitalists, is opposed to the best in- 
terests of the whole country.

SANTA BARBARA, OAL. 


Its Climate and Productions. 
EDITORS REPUBLICAN: As I receive 


a great many letters from residents 
of Maeon county asking' for a de- 
scription of this part of toe country, 
I will answer them through the col- 
umns of the REPUBLICAN. They have 
heard of the famed city by the sea, 
of the climate, of the fruits and flow- 
ers, of the mountain scenery, and the 
grand bay with its placid waters, 
stretching far out to the Santa Cruz 
island. If time and distances did 
not play an 'important part in man's 
life, the trains could scarcely carry 
the thousands who would make a 
hasty visit to see for themselves. 


Santa Barbara is one of the most 


attractive localities in the United 
States. It lies o"h the Pacific coast 
south of the line of cold winter 
storms, and is only occasionally 
touched by light frosts. 
The valley 


of Santa Barbara is crescent shaped, 
the indentation being to the south. 
On the north the high mountains 
rise, forming a barrier to the north- 
ern blasts. With a gentle slope from 
the mountains to the sea, the valley 
has a warm exposure seaward, while 
tho temperate and invigorating winds 
from the ocean sweep up in gentle 
breezes. The city of Santa Barbara 
has a population of 5,000.

ferent denominations are well repre- 
sented by churches which are well 
attended.

r years who come from other cli- 
nates in failing health can hero re- 
over if not already past recovery; 
vhile if they are past recovery the 
ay of departure may be delayed in 
lis mild but bracing air. During 
lie winter season ordinary woolen 
arments are worn.
